Would Amend the Administrative Procedure Act 


1* (U) Action Reques ted: That you sign the attached revised views 

letter on the subject bills. The letter will then be transmitted to 
O© for clearance before being sent to the Senate Committee on the 
Judiciary . That you sign the attached response to Senator Abouxezk’ s inquiry. 

2* (U) Background : On 20 July 1977 this office received a letter 

over the signature of Senator Eastland, Chairman of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, asking for the Agency’s views on S. 1720 and S. 1721, bills 
which would amend the Administrative Procedure Act. Administrative Law 
is a complex subject area, and a good deal of discussion was required 
before an Agency position was reached. A proposed views letter was 
transmitted to OMB for clearance on 18 September 1977. 

(U) Because of the complexities involved, OMB has had difficulties 
reaching a coordinated Administration position on the bills. This office 
was in touch with a© on several occasions concerning the status of our 
views letter. On 16 November 1977, ON© asked that we take another look 
at the letter. After more discussions with concerned Agency components, 
the position reflected in the revised letter was reached. 

(U/IUO) 0J-B has informed us that the Judiciary Committee was advised 
that OMB was holding up all views letters on S. 1720 and S. 1721, pending 
determination of a coordinated Administration position. Senator Abourezlc’s 
letter received by this office on 2 December appears to be an attempt to 
pressure OMB into an answer. The OMB staffer in charge of the bills has 
told us that responses will be forwarded to the Committee by 1 January 1978. 
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3. (U) Staff Posi tion: The position in the revised views letter 

has been coordinated with”0QC , DDA, Procurement Management Staff /Off ice of 
Logistics and the Office of Development and Engineering. 


4. (U/IU0) Recommendation: That you sign the attached revised views 

letter aid response to Senator Tfbourezkc We will* of course, be in touch 
with CMB; aid, if they indicate the views letter will be delayed, we will 
so inform Senator Abourezk. — ; :
